It was also stated in the Convention, that a young 
gitl of eighteen years of age, who applied to the 
General Suchet to obtain a pardon for her father, 
was herself guillotined. An old man, of eighty-se- 
ven years old, who had been six years in his second 
childhood, was also guillotined by that monster, be- 
cause he was rich! ‘whe Pro-Consul escaped punish- 
ment at that time; but when Bonaparte usurped the 
government in 1799, he was deported to Cayenne. 

But, to return to our hero Suchet, after his col- 
leage was denounced in Paris, he absented himself 
from the army, aud wandered about the country, in 
various situations, till the great and grand Napoleon,
